Yazdi Resigns, 
Receives $73,160

Khalil Ya/di, who was recently de- 
moted from his job as vice president for 
UMW technology, resigned last week, 
receiving a $73,160 settlement. 

The resignation was effective 
Wednesday. April 7. according to 
George Farrar, the associate v ice presi- 
dent for university relations and director 
of communications, 
who provided the settle- 
ment amount. 

Ya/di declined to 
comment on the resig- 
nation. 

Ya/di 's resignation 
came one week after 
President Rick Hurlej 
demoted Ya/di from his 
position as v ice presi- 
dent for Information 
Technologies and Insti- 
tutional Research. 

I he Bullet reported 
three weeks ago that 
Ya/di had been investi- 
gated for not appropri

Yazdi worked under former Presi- 
dent Judy llample at the Pennsylvania 
State System of Higher Education be- 
fore coming to UMW in August 200S. 
Ya/di's annual salary was $185,000. the 
third highest at UMW. 

Nina Mikhalevsky. a professor of 
philosophy, was as- 
signed on an in- 
terim basis to 
Yazdi's position, 
According to Far- 
rar. a search to fill 
the position perma- 
nently has not yet 
been discussed, es- 
pecially with a new 
administration be- 
ginning.

After Block Party at JMU, 
31 Arrested in Crowd Riot

In the aftermath of Saturday's riot at 
James Madison University, police have 
taken 31 people into custody and have 
issued summons to 25 more who were 
at the scene, according to Harrison- 
burg's Community News Network. 

I larrisonburg Police ( 'hief I >onald 
Harper said at the City Council meeting 
Tuesday night that the most severe 
charges include assault and battery, as 
well as malicious wounding by mob. 
Five officers and one K° were injured 
during the civil disturbance, but none of 
the injuries were serious. There was 
also extensive property damage, ac- 
cording to the JMU student paper the 
Breeze. 

More than 40 individuals from Vil- 



lage Lane, an off-campus area where 
the part) was held, were treated at 
Rockingham Memorial Hospital. 
hburgnews.com reported. Harper con- 
firmed at the meeting that three people 
were transported to the University of 
Virginia Medical Center. 

The Saturday party was declared an 
unlawful assemhlv ai 5 p.m. after over 
8,000 people descended on the scene, 
the Washington Post reported. 

This party happened during 
Springfest, an annual multi-day event 
usually held at Fox Hill low nhomes in 
I larrisonburg, according to the Breeze, 
Springfest typically attracts crowds of 
about 2.000 people. Harrisonburg Po- 
lice Department I t. Kurt Bosharl told 
the Breeze. 

Although the reason why party at- 
tendance jumped this year is unclear. 



Bosharl told the Associated Press that 
he heard the event had been publicized 
on Facebook beforehand. He also said 
thai main of the people in attendance 
were from other universities and areas 
of Virginia. according to 
hburgnews.com. 

More than 200 officers from Au- 
gusta County, Rockingham County. 
JMU. Staunton and the Virginia State 
Police were called in. Boshart told the 
Breeze. 

The Breeze reported that the location 
was changed once the police warned 
area residents that there would be offi- 
cers present at the event. They also re- 
ported that the Harrisonburg 
community has not experienced a riot 
this serious in 10 years, when civil dis-

Students, Faculty Meet to Discuss Concerns

The Faculty -Student Union, a group 
seeking to bring students and professors 
together in order to petition the UMW 
administration and the Board of Visi- 
tors, had their first two meetings back- 
to-back on Tuesday, April 6 and 
Wednesday April 7. 

Eleven students attended the first 
meeting and seven students attended the 
second. Mike Isaacson, the student 
spearheading the union, said that al- 
though faculty was unable to attend the 
meetings, some faculty members have 
expressed interest. 

Suzanne Sumner, professor of math- 
ematics and president-elect of the Fac- 
ulty Senate, addressed the formation of 
the Faculty-Student Union at the Fac- 
ulty Senate meeting on Wednesday 
April 7. 

Sumner also placed a letter from 
Isaacson at each faculty-senator's desk, 
which explained the nature of Faculty- 



Student Union and welcomed feedback. 

John Johnson, an adjunct instructor 
in the classics, philosophy and religion 
department, teaches the course in cul- 
tural activism from which the idea to 
form a Faculty-Student union 
sprung. 

In an e-mail to Isaacson, John- 
son encouraged the formation of 
such a union. 

"I write to offer my support for 
your working group's intention 
and effort to establish a Student- 
Faculty Union," Johnson wrote. 
"This is a significant strategy to 
develop a much needed dialogue 
in place of the culture of silence 
that dominates relationships and to 
do so with issues of critical impor- 
tance at UMW." 

Johnson was unable to attend the 
meetings, but sent his support. 

When Isaacson spoke at the second 
meeting on Wednesday, he explained 
the reasoning behind establishing a Fac- 
ulty-Student Union. 



"Why are we here?" Isaacson asked. 
"My answer: we're here out of love. We 
love the university, the faculty and staff. 
We love the community we have built 
and the community we can build."

Whatever Happened to... 
One-Strike Drug Policy?

Those who had hoped to see any change in the one-strike 
policy may have to wait until next year. 

The movement, led by sophomore Nick DeSarno, Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society and the Young Democrats, 
has been slow to organize anything formal this semester, in- 
stead raising campus awareness of the issue by circulating 
student petitions. 

But for the fall, DeSarno has plans to schedule a series of 
events to mobilize a move towards a permanent policy ad- 
justment, including a student forum and a collaborative ap- 
proach to drawing up a new policy proposal. 

"We want to write the policy in conjunction with students, 
faculty, community members," DeSarno said. "Together we 
can be where UMW wants to be fand] not closing doors on 
UMW students." 

Inspiration for the student-led forum came out of a Janu- 
ary 27 meeting between DeSarno and Douglas Searcy, vice 
president for Student Affairs. 

"I certainly want to be supportive of the student voice," 
Searcy said. "To address an important issue such as this, it 
takes a lot of information and communication from the stu- 
dent perspective. We will certainly engage with the students 
when they are ready to dialogue about the policy." 

This push for organized student involvement could be 
vital to a university-wide policy change, as some adminis- 



trators feel that this concern lies with individual students and 
is not problematic for the student body on the whole. 

"It's come up with individual students," Cedric Rucker, 
dean of Student Life, said. "Not to discredit the passions of 
individual students, but I have not seen a grand swell in re- 
gards [to this movement]." 

Students reported mixed opinions on the topic, but many 
said that they would be open to attending a student forum to 
express their opinions on the policy change. 

Sophornjse Allison Holloman, juniors Sarah Staunton and 
Eliza Dan^Pnul seniors Austin Robles and Nti Aning all said 
that they would be willing to participate in the forum, though 
not every student favored a more lenient policy. 

"I think right now the policy is fine," Holloman said. "If 
people want to do drugs, they take it off campus where it 
should be. . .1 think it dissuades certain types of people from 
coming here." 

Junior Rebecca Harris, who also mentioned she w6uld be 
willing to participate in a forum, expressed support for the 
campaign. 

"Legally, it makes sense, but morally, it's a bit harsh," 
Harris said. 

DeSarno has yet to officially schedule the student forum 
for next year. It is expected to take place within the first four 
weeks of the upcoming semester.

Some of the issues students raised 
included tuition rates, faculty and staff 
raises, the library budget, lack of coop- 
eration between the Stafford and Fred- 
ericksburg campuses, greater class 
selection, offering a comprehensive 
event calendar, issues with Eagle Vil- 
lage and possible student representation 
on the BOV. 

Freshman Haley Campbell was 
vocal about her concerns. She ad- 
dressed budget issues, the need for 
more professors, and a possibly reno- 
vation for the library. Campbell ex- 
pressed her hope that Mary Washington 
could rise to these and other challenges. 

"One of the reasons 1 came here is 
because I felt like it has such huge po- 
tential," Campbell said. "I feel like we 
could, if we have some successes, enact 
some long-term changes, not just for us, 
but for future generations." 

Junior Simran Kaur was concerned 
about the lack of the Student Govern- 
ment Association's involvement in the 



Student-Faculty Union. 

"I feel like the SGA should be here," 
Kaur said. "It's essential that they hear 
what these concerns are. I feel like I'm 
more likely to get something heard here 
than heard in SGA." 

Sophomore Nick DeSarno addressed 
his concern about the lack of faculty 
pay raises. 

"I think the faculty here are deserv- 
ing of a pay increase," DeSarno said. 
"Three years without a pay increase, I 
would expect this room to be filled with 
faculty." 

Isaacson explained that the faculty 
and students are allies, not enemies, and 
often work to accomplish the same 
goals. 

"There is a general consensus that 
faculty and staff are the enemy," Isaac- 
son said. "This mentality has stopped a 
lot of progress for both the students and 
the faculty."

Legalizing Pot is a Better Way 
To End Mexican Drug Cartel

I understand why the author advo- 
cates reducing demand, since any reduc- 
tion in demand for the cartels' product 
offering may help weaken them. How- 
ever, the article's preferred method is 
idealistic and unlikely to work. 

Besides failing to focus on all drugs 
the cartels profit from, advocating absti- 
nence from marijuana will not eliminate 
demand, because many people will ig- 
nore the request. Marijuana use is well- 
integrated into American culture, and 
appears to be increasingly accepted, 



rather than less accepted. 

Secondly, legalization would be a 
much more effective way to address the 
marijuana demand that benefits drug 
cartels. The government could eliminate 
illicit sales by legalizing, regulating and 
taxing the drug. However, popular sup- 
port for legalization is likely to wane if 
abstinence were popular or framed as the 
only acceptable solution. 

While I do not condone the use of 
marijuana or using drugs for any non- 
medical purpose, I do not think that any 
harm generated by legalizing pot would 
outweigh the benefits of removing a sig- 
nificant source of drug cartel profit. By 
contrast, I think the harm that would be 
produced in legalizing other drugs, such 
as cocaine or heroin, far outweighs the 
benefits of legalization. 

Although I disagree with the article 
on the points discussed above, I appre- 
ciate the author's concern over the issue, 
and his effort in discussing it publicly.

Confederate History Month Focuses on 
Civil War History, not Legacy of Slavery

Last week, Governor Bob McDonnell de- 
clared April to be Confederate History Month. 
The proclamation was widely criticized for its 
glaring omission of slavery — a fairly significant 
event in Confederate history. 

After the backlash, the original proclamation 
was revised to include "...it is important for all 
Virginians to understand that the institution of 
slavery led to this war and was an evil and inhu- 
mane practice..." 

One commentator, CNN's Rowland Martin, 
even went so far as to call Confederate soldiers 
the equivalent of "Jihadists." By Jihadist, he 
means to say Islamic terrorists, not peaceful Mus- 
lims on a spiritual quest attempting to cleanse 
their personal lives from internal impurities, 
which would have been the correct use of the 
word. But 1 digress. 

Sorry to disappoint those who disagree with 
the whole idea of a Confederate History Month, 
but McDonnell's proclamation is nothing new. In 
fact, the only recent Virginia governors to not 
proclaim a Confederate History Month are Tim 
Kaine and Mark Warner. 

For better or for worse, Confederate history is 
a part of Virginia history, and while we should not 
glorify the misguided principles of the South, it is 
important for all Americans to know why the 
Civil War was fought, and that slavery had only 
a minor role in it. 

Originally, the War Between the States was 
over the encroachment of state rights and taxa- 
tion without representation. Does this sound fa- 
miliar to anybody? "Taxation without 
representation" was the rallying cry of the Amer- 
ican colonists during the American Revolution. 

Most of the soldiers fighting this war were 
only a generation or two away from Revolution- 
ary War veterans. For both sides, the memories 
of the revolution were still fresh in their minds. 
By the way, it is important to remember that the 
only difference between a revolution and a civil 
war is who wins. 

Before we demonize anybody, we should re- 



member that the average Confederate soldier was 
conscripted and was unlikely to be a slave owner. 
With both sides charging $300 to buy yourself 
out of the draft, the Civil War was a poor man's 
war. This means that aside from the generals, the 
Confederate soldiers had to fight for a way of life 
they didn't even benefit from. 

In the North, slave holders from Maryland 
fought not for the abolition of slavery, but for the 
preservation of the Union. That reason was the 
largest for why the North fought the Civil War. 

The North made abolition a rallying cry only 
after 1863. The reason for this is because the 
North was afraid that England or France would 
recognize the Confederacy's independence and 
support them with military aid. 

After the

Proclamation 
(which didn't 
actually free 
anybody), the 
Civil War be- 
came about 
slavery, and no 
other nation 
wanted to be- 
come involved 
in the conflict. 

Why didn't 
the Emancipa- 
tion Proclama- 
tion actually 
free anybody? 
Because it 
only freed the 

slaves in the 

rebelling 
states that had 
seceded from 

the Union, over which Lincoln had no jurisdic- 
tion. 

Lincoln feared the antagonizing of Maryland 
would cause them to also secede from the Union, 
and therefore deliberately chose not to free the 
thousands of slaves

held in bondage on his own side. 

The whole idea of Confederate History Month 
is to remember what many of our relatives fought 
and died for. In no way is this an attempt to min- 
imize the atrocities of slavery. Instead, it serves as 
an opportunity to understand the complicated fac- 
tors that led to the most costly war America has 
ever fought. 

History is never linear, and is usually more 
complicated than good versus evil. The Civil War 
is no exception. Between the Union's Anderson- 
ville Prisoner Of War camp. General Sherman's 
total war waged on non-military Confederate 
civilian targets and Lincoln's suspension of the 
writ of habeas corpus, the North had its fair share 
of injustices. 

Confederate History Month 
is a deliberate attempt to pass the 
knowledge on to a new genera- 
tion, so they do not fall victim to 
the popular misconception that 
slavery was the prevailing cause 
of the Civil War. 

Indeed, slavery was a terrible 
atrocity and an irreparable stain 
on our nation's histoiy.

It is because of this second 
revolution that the social struc- 
ture was changed so that our 
13th amendment could be 
adopted, banning the enslave- 
ment of all people within the 
United States of America. 

The purpose of Confederate History Month is 
not to glorify the wrongs committed by the South, 
but to remember what our state and national his- 
tory actually is.

He 
watches the crazy prisoners and 
makes sure they don't kill them- 
selves." 

Johnson admitted although 
the work is not extremely diffi- 
cult, Wayne, along with many 
of the other inmates, wished 
the nine to five job paid out 
more. 

Yet apparently Wayne's transition to prison 
has not been as traumatic as one might think 



and according to Johnson, he has even managed 
to avoid getting a haircut so far. 

However, being behind bars has not stopped 

the outspoken 
rapper from 
reaching 
out to 
those im- 
portant 
to him. 
Aside 




from watching over suicidal victims, Wayne has 
become a full-fledged prison blogger. 

Wayne's blog, entitled "Weezy Thanx You," 
was launched April 2 and gives Wayne the op- 
portunity to respond to fan emails, concerns, and 
questions. 

"During my prison stint, 1 want my fans to 
know I love you. I want all of you to know that I 
appreciate all the mail I get, and this is my way 
of saying thank you," Wayne wrote on his site. 
Wayne explains on his blog that he 
spends most of his time working out, 
thinking about his kids, and reading his 
Bible every day. 

"Jail didn't make me find God," he 
wrote. "He's always been there. They 
can lock me up, but my spirit and my 
love can never be confined to prison 
walls." 

Pending good behavior, 
Wayne might be back rapping 
on the streets as early as eight 
months into his sentence. Until 
then, a timer on Wayne's blog 
will continue to count down 
the days till his liberation. 

According to Rolling Stone, 
Wayne's March 8 update as he 
was heading to jail was opti- 
mistic. 

"Law is mind without rea- 
son," Wayne wrote. "I'll re- 
turn."

"We expanded the garden by a 
third, added a flower bed, and a sec- 
ond compost bin," Brooke said. 

Last year, the community garden 
held carrots, habanero peppers, 
arugula and even broccoli. 

"They broke ground February 1 9 
for a new season of gardening. SDS 
began the garden and the members 
care for it," junior Desiree De Haven 
said. 

On April 5, SDS and UMW's Ecol- 
ogy Club had a joint picnic where stu- 
dents and members of the 
Fredericksburg community planted 
lettuce, mint, chives, cilantro, snap 
peas, melons, squash and lemon bee 
balm. 

"We enjoyed a great potluck feast 
and we planted herbs, beans, melons, 
peas, and some other crops after we 
ate. 1 know 1 had an amazing time and 
it was great to finally visit it and get 



involved," De Haven said. 

Neither Brooke nor Gergel have put 
any money into the garden. Donations 
from the Pennsylvania Dutch Tea and 
Spice Company, both of their parents, 
and being frugal with supplies allowed 
them to work the garden without 
spending a dime. 

Everything that they've needed was 
in close proximity to the garden, even 
the water, which they get from the 
nearby cemetary. 

SDS came across the empty plot of 
land after squatting on an abandoned 
lot across the street. 

"The rights to the property are a 
complicated situation, apparently," 
said senior Laura Pilati. "They are 
owned by the same person who owns 
the Kenmorc property, but that prop- 
erty is uninhabited. ..so Karl Gergel 
and Colleen Brooks have been unable 
to figure out, as of yet, who to contact 
about it." 

According to Gergel, the lot was 
abandoned for six or seven years and 
was very grown over. 

"It was unused, so we might as 
well use it," he said. "Growing vegeta- 
bles and flowers and cleaning is posi- 
tive for the community." 

SDS memers believe that their 
"guerilla gardening" is good for the 
neighborhood, not only as a learning 
experience for the gardeners, but as a 
method of uniting the students and 
community members. 



"It's also great how the neighbors 
have been so supportive," junior Carly 
Byers said. "An elderly lady from 
down the street stopped by last week 
and chatted with Colleen and I for ten 
minutes or so." 

"Getting to talk to someone with a 
perspective different from that of an 
eighteen to twenty-two year old made 
my day and helped remind me that 
even though we feel isolated on cam- 
pus we can still be connected to the 
Fredericksburg community," she said. 

Brooke and Gergel said they visit 
the garden almost every day and spend 
five to six hours working there, along 
with other volunteers, every week. 

"I think it is a great opportunity for 
students to learn first hand about 
growing things while creating some- 
thing that everyone can enjoy," Byers 
said. "Being able to spend a few 
hours weeding or planting out in the 
sun is one of my favorite parts of the 
week." 

The diligent few who work the gar- 
den will reap its benefits of fresh pro- 
duce in the coming months. 

"Honestly, this has inspired me to 
be a farmer," Brooke said. " It's the 
only way to live." 

In the midst of the brick border, 
lined with snap peas, and nutrient-rich 
soil, Brooke believes that the commu- 
nity garden is "a little piece of 
heaven." 
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Abraham Lincoln: Axe Murderer?

What do the Roanoke Colony, 
Edgar Allen Poe and Abraham Lincoln 
all have in common? Well, vampires, 
according to Seth Grahame-Smith, the 
author of Abraham Lincoln Vampire 
Hunter. In this novel, Lincoln is less 
honest and more of a lethal-stealth as- 
sassin. You may remember Smith from 
his 2009 release Pride and Prejudice 
and Zombies. 

As the semester quickly draws to 
an end students looking for entertain- 
ing summer reads should seriously 
consider picking up this book — but do 
not expect it to be all fun and games. 
The novel is a parody, and is laugh- 
out-loud funny at many points, but it 
is written as a serious story, in a simi- 
lar style to World War Z. 

The introduction ties the author 
personally to the story, as the one en- 
trusted with secret journals of Lincoln 
and charged with telling the true story: 



"what follows nearly ruined my life. 
What follows, at last, is the truth." 
This opening gives the book an excit- 
ing and undeniably compelling start. 

The vampires are refreshingly por- 
trayed as extremely violent and gory 
monsters, and Smith holds nothing 
back in describing their horrific acts. 

Smith's style of writing and use of 
language is as interesting as it is 
straightforward and uncomplicated, 
making the novel a quick read. 

Though written as a biography, 
Smith incorporates a generous amount 
of excerpts from letters, journals and 
newspapers. He compliments this with 
hilariously photo-shopped images, 
such as a 1913 oil on canvas, "Abe 
stands among his vampire victims." 

As with all mock biographies based 
on historical figures, the reader cannot 
help but wonder where the lines be- 
tween fact and fantasy are blurred. 
Smith cleverly uses real history as the 
backbone of his novel, weaving the 
two together so closely that it is easy 
to stop caring about the blurred lines 



and just enjoy the story. A short trip to 
Wikipedia can answer any basic ques- 
tions about Lincoln's life when the 
novel has been finished. 

Smith is guilty of name dropping, 
tossing in such characters and events 
as Edgar Allen Poe, the Roanoke 
Colony, the Hungarian Blood Count- 
ess and the Five Points riots in New 
York City. He ties these to vampires, 
with varying degrees of success. 

The last third of the novel, concern- 
ing Lincoln's presidency, drags on a 
little, as the history is more familiar in 
this section. Most individuals remem- 
ber John Brown, Dred Scott, Charles 
Sumner, Jefferson Davis and John 
Wilkes Booth from grade school. The 
descriptions of the Civil War battles 
seem routine at best. Smith recovers 
with a strong, twist ending. 

Vampires aside, Smith's under- 
stated writing impresses the reader 
with the semi-tragic life of a well- 
loved president.

Cardinal Links Homosexuality to Abuse 

Gay rights groups around the world have spoken out 
against the statements made by Vatican Secretary of 
State Cardinal Tarcisco Bertone, who claimed homo- 
sexuality was the cause of the church's child abuse scan- 
dals. Homosexual organizations in Italy and Chile have 
responded to this statement, including Arcigay and the 
Movement for Homosexual Integration and Liberation, 
whose president Rolando Jimenez said, "This is a per- 
verse strategy by the Vatican to shirk its own ethical and 
legal responsibility by making a spurious and disgusting 
connection." Despite the backlash, Bertone qualified his 
statements saying that psychologists and psychiatrists 
have found a link between homosexuality and pe- 
dophilia. However, in Santiago where Bertone made this 
speech, the highest-profile case of child abuse within the 
church involved a priest having sex with young girls.

obedience units responded to a 
crowd of more than 2,000 stu- 
dents. 

Students received a text mes- 
sage from JMU's emergency com- 
munications system after 6 p.m. 
telling "Non-Residents of Village 
Lane to disperse from social 
events in that area immediately for 
safety reasons," reported the 
Breeze. Many students said an 
overcrowded phone system de- 
layed their reception of the text. 

After the party approached riot 
status, at 6:45 p.m. police threw 
grenades of teargas into the 
crowds that were still loitering, re- 
ported the Breeze. Some in the 
crowd were sprayed with pepper 
spray or hit with rubber bullets and 
beanbags. 

Heather McElwain, a senior at 
JMU, was at the party Saturday af- 
ternoon when the event began to 
escalate. She was helping a friend 
who was sick when she saw dump- 



sters that were lit on fire. Shortly 
afterwards, she saw the teargas 
grenades as they were flying to- 
wards the crowds. 

"I went upstairs to get my 
friends to get dinner," she said. 
"As we were getting ready to 
leave, we saw a canister of [tear- 
gas] in the air. I pulled my friends 
into the closest townhouse." 

She opened the blinds to see 
what was happening. 

"I saw three of the civil disobe- 
dience unit police officers with 
shields pushing this guy into a cor- 
ner," McElwain said. "They were 
pushing him against the wall of the 
townhouse we were in. He was 
trying not to collapse from the ef- 
fects of the teargas." 

When McElwain tried to exit 
the townhouse, she couldn't get 
outside. 

"As soon as I made it to the 
door, people started screaming, 
and they ran inside the town- 
house," she said. "I moved out of 
the way so I could avoid getting 



trampled. Then teargas came 
through the door." 

She learned later that a teargas 
grenade was thrown onto the bal- 
cony of the townhouse she was in. 

"Teargas was coming into the 
house," McElwain said. "Every- 
body was running everywhere. I 
had no idea what was going on. I 
just knew that my entire face was 
burning from the teargas." 

McElwain collapsed because 
she said she couldn't breathe. 

"I just started crying the hard- 
est I've ever cried in my entire 
life," she said. 

She found one of her friends, 
who had been hit on the cheek 
with a teargas grenade and then 
blacked out. 

"He was carried up the stairs, 
and when he came to, he was 
throwing up on himself," she said. 

As she and her friends left the 
scene, McElwain said police had 
blocked off the area. 

"We decided to leave and we 
proceeded to walk out with our 



hands in the air," she said. "Both 
me and my friend were breathing 
through our sweaters so we would- 
n't inhale any more of the gas. We 
asked if we could get out, and one 
of the cops turned to us and said, 
'you better, or you'll get hurt.' " 

John Roesser, a UMW junior, 
found out about the event as it was 
happening from one of his friends 
who is a junior at JMU. 

"I was thinking, I can't believe 
its actually happening to people 
my age, friends from high school," 
he said. "They're having teargas 
shot at them. That's pretty in- 
tense." 

Roesser said he doesn't think a 
riot like this would ever happen at 
UMW. 

"In this apartment complex, 
there were 8,000 people," he said. 
"That's double the size of UMW 
off the bat. Plus, I don't think we 
have that kind of mentality." 

The civil disturbance is still 
under investigation.

In the university press release, Pres- 
ident Rick Hurley was enthusiastic 
about the changes. 

"I'm very gratified that the Board 
approved these changes. They are in- 
dicative of our forward thinking and 
progressive approach to offer a top- 
flight educational experience for current 
and future students on both our Freder- 
icksburg and Stafford campuses," Hur- 
ley said. 

In an e-mail on Friday, Hurley ex- 
plained the changes to students. 

"I believe that as we move forward, 
the new structure will strengthen the 
University as a whole and enable us to 
offer an even better educational experi- 
ence," Hurley said.

When Sauder made a motion at the 
meeting to accept the resolution that 
would name Hurley as president, the 
Board members all applauded and gave 
him a standing ovation. 

"It seemed obvious to me that it was 
the right thing," Sauder 
said.

Hurley has been 
serving as acting presi- 
dent since April 1, tak- 
ing over after Judy 
Hample stepped down. 

He also was acting 
president in the transi- 
tion between William 
Frawley and Hample, 
from April 2007 to June 
2008.

Hurley 
was executive vice pres- 
ident. 

Hurley said his ap- 
proach to the presi- 
dency would be one of 
"honesty, openness and 
collaboration." 

His immediate goal 
as president is imple- 
menting the strategic 
plan, including making 
sure the reaccreditation 
process goes smoothly. 

"The strategic plan continues to em- 
phasize the core mission of the Univer- 
sity of Mary Washington. [It] has 
always been to provide a quality, af- 
fordable liberal arts education," Sauder 
said. "People need to understand higher

education is changing." 

"I want to focus on regional engage- 
ment," Hurley said. "That means get- 
ting our name out beyond 
Fredericksburg." 

UMW's regional engagement will be 
three-fold: create more internships for 
students, increase the reputation of 
Mary Washington as 
an institution of 
higher education and 
create additional rev- 
enue. 

He sent a campus- 
wide e-mail to stu- 
dents on Friday 
afternoon, explaining 
the upcoming reor- 
ganization of the uni- 
versity. 

"I don't see Mary 
Washington growing 
into a mega-univer- 
sity," Sauder said.

All of the 
matchups had yet to be confirmed before this issue 
went to print, but that won't stop us from taking a 
look at the contenders and pretenders in each con- 
ference. 

Eastern Conference: 

Contenders 

• Cleveland Cavaliers- Though star forward 
LeBron James has been resting recently, rest as- 
sured that he will be on the court come playoff 
time. James should win his second consecutive 
MVP award, and he is the most dominating player 
in the NBA today.

Pretenders

but the Hawks have serious issues that make me 
question their ability to win a championship. They 
do have a star in guard Joe Johnson and a very 
strong cast of players surrounding him (forward 
Josh Smith, center Al Horford, guard Jamal Craw- 
ford). However, Atlanta went just 1-6 against the 
top two teams in the Eastern Conference (Cleve- 
land and Orlando), and they will likely have to go 



through both of them just to get to the finals. 

• Boston Celtics- As early as Christmas the 
Celtics were considered an elite team and a title 
contender. However, since the winter holiday 
Boston has been incredibly average with a record 
of 27-26. Forward Kevin Garnett is a shell of him- 
self, forward Paul Pierce has had a down season, 
and the bench is lacking the depth they had in the 
past.

• Phoenix Suns- If there is one thing that NBA 
history has shown us. it is that the run-and-gun 
teams can stack up wins in the regular season but 
when playoff times roll around they are not the 
ones who hoist the trophy. Despite two-time MVP 
Steve Nash and powerful forward Amare 
Stoudemire, the Suns lack of defense will cost 
them in the postseason and prevent them from 
making a run to the NBA Finals. 

• Portland Trailhlazers- Portland weren't 
going to be a championship caliber team, but they 
had an opportunity to make a run in the playoffs 
before the injury bug bit them once again. A team 
riddled with injuries throughout the season got 
more bad news just a few days ago as they learned 
that star guard Brandon Roy has a torn meniscus in 
his right knee.

The visiting Mustangs took an early 2-0 lead 
in the first game on an RBI double by junior Bran- 
don Krochune in the top of the first inning. Steven- 
son scored two more runs in the top of the third to 
push their lead over the Eagles to 4-0. 

But UMW responded in the bottom of the 
third, as senior shortstop Seamus Bergen drove in 
a run on an RBI single and later scored on a sacri- 
fice fly by fellow senior Will Wright. 

After a couple of quiet offensive innings for 
both teams, the Eagles got things going-again with 
a pair of runs in the bottom of the sixth to tie the 
game up at 4-4. A double by Wright brought the 
first run home and he later scored on a sacrifice fly 
by sophomore third baseman Santino Rosanova. 

However Stevenson had the last laugh, as a 
leadoff ninth inning walk came back to haunt 
UMW relief pitcher Nick Corbin, as the runner 
ended up scoring what turned out to be the decid- 
ing run in the game. 

Junior pitcher John Miscioscia had a 
solid performance for the Eagles, as he 
pitched seven innings giving up seven hits, 
_ one walk, and four runs (only two earned 
runs). He got a no decision while Corbin 
picked up the loss. 

UMW fell behind early once again in 
the second game of the double-header, as 
the Mustangs got three runs in the first in- 
ning. The Eagles did not stay down too long 
as they scored four runs in the home half of 
the fourth inning to take a 4-3 lead. The big 
inning was highlighted by a two-run home- 
run by Wright.

"I think our team performed our best of the 
season against Salisbury," graduating senior Kim 
Olinger said. "We knew Salisbury was going to be 
our toughest competition in the CAC and we were 
ready to play our best. Everyone was putting 



everything we had into this game and leaving 
everything on the field that day." 

UMW would hold the Salisbury offense at bay 
early in the opener, as sophomore pitcher Danielle 
Cunetta surrendered just one hit in the first three 
innings of play. However, the Sea Gulls offense 
would not be held down much longer, as Salisbury 
started the scoring in the fourth inning with junior 
catcher Taylor Webb crossing the plate on a sacri- 
fice by fellow junior Kristin Lord. 

Salisbury would tack on two more runs in the 
sixth inning on a RBI single by freshman Michelle 
Gravdahl that brought both runs home. The single 



pushed the Salisbury advantage to 3-0 and caused 
a pitching change for UMW, as Cunetta was pulled 
in favor of freshman pitcher Annie Blaine. Cunetta 
had a solid performance but eventually took the 
loss. She allowed three runs on five hits and three 
walks in 5.1 innings of work. Blaine would close 
out the inning by inducing a big ground ball dou- 
ble play to keep the game within reach. Blaine 
pitched the rest of the game and was very effec- 
tive in relief: she allowed no runs and didn't allow 
a base runner in her 1 .2 innings on the mound. 

Both teams struggled at the plate in the opener. 
Mary Washington was just 4 for 25 and Salisbury 
wasn't much better at 5 for 22. The key difference 
was that the Sea Gulls were able to take advantage 
of their opportunities with runners on base and 
thus were able to scrape across three runs despite 
only having five hits. Salisbury pitcher Kelly 
Leary was masterful in her 7 innings, giving 
up just four hits and no runs while striking 
out nine Eagle batters. UM W's four hits were 
all singles and came from four different play- 
ers: freshman Brandee Adams, sophomores 
Elizabeth Crowe and Katie Sterling, and sen- 
ior Kaitlin Petrella. 

The second game was another close bat- 
tle, but the Eagles fell once agdin as Salis- 
bury narrowly edged UMW in the nightcap 
3-2. 

Blaine continued to pitch in the second 
game after appearing in relief in game one. 
She pitched all seven innings in game two, 
but took the loss as she allowed thee runs on 
10 hits with a pair of strikeouts. The Eagles 
picked it up offensively late in the second 
game, as they mounted a rally to score two 
late runs in the bottom of the seventh and had 
the bases loaded with nobody out. But in the 
end, UMW came up a little short as they 
couldn't get the tying run across the plate. 
The Eagles finished with two runs on seven 
hits in the game while Salisbury had three 
runs on 10 hits.
